PACIFICATION. 
PLANS IN’ MEXICO 
ARE ANNOUNCED 


—a 


Establish Temporary Govern- 
ment to Be Representative 
of Both Parties, 


CONSTITUTIONALISTS ASK 
COMPLETE ELIMINATION 


Under No Circumstances Wil 
They Tolerate Huerta or 
Any of His Officers, 


Washington, May 12.—Elimination ot 
General Huerta, and the establishment 
of a provisional government in Mexico 
in which both the Huerta and the 
constitutionalist factions will be re- 
presented, is contemplated in a plan 
which the three South American me- 
dlators are now working out, to be 
proposed for the solution of the entire 
Mexican problem. 

This, the first intimation as to tho 
details of the mediation plans, became 
known tonight, though neither the 
mediators nor state department offi- 
clals would make any statement as to 
how nearly complete is the plan to be 
submitted to the American and the 
Mexican delegates when they meet the 
South American envoys at Niagara 
Falls, Canada, next Monday, 


Appoint Commission 

It waslearned that the proposal might 
be that the setting up a temporary 
government be undertaken by a com- 
mission composed of five persons, two 
of them to be named by Huerta, two 
by the constitutionalists, and the fifth 
by the mediators. 

While the mediators have withdrawn 
their invitation to the constitution- 
alists to send delegates to thelr con- 
ference it is generally believed that 
information ts being sought as to whe- 
ther the constitutionallsts would con- 
sent, In case of the elimination of 
Huerta, to some form of temporary 
government in which they would be 
represented, Those close to the me- 
diators say it In believed, some yuch 
arrangement as this is the only pos- 
sible one under which peace may be 
rastored in Mexico under conditions 
satisfactory to all Mexican factions 
and to the United States. 

Constitutionalists’ Position 

El Paso, Texas, May 13.—The plan

SOMETHING FOR THE WELFARE 
LEAGUE TO INVESTIGATE, 

Investigation by the moving spirit of the welfare league has 
brought about the discovery by some of those well-intentioned gen- 
tlemen active in behalf of better conditions for the worker that some 
employment bureaus actually prey upon those who seek work through 
these agences, 

Casual laborers who have been through the soul-torturing ex: 
perience of having been “fired” from the grade to make room for the 
out-coming detachment of the three-gang system, and who have 
trudged back three or four hundred miles to civilization, may be par- 
doned a certain cynacism if they ask how the welfare league ever hap- 
pened to stumble upon such a discovery. ; 

To the thousand or more men out of employment in the city 
today who see the finest weather of the year slipping by while they are 
idle and broke, the academic discussion by the welfare league of such 
questions as the moral effect of the liquor traffic upon the laborer, the 
investigation of the practises of the employment bureau or the relation 
of housing conditions ot public health must appeal as a sort of rude 
comedy. What the idle man wants right now is work—a chance to 
earn enough to buy a meal ticket if single, or groceries for the kiddies 
if he is unfortunate enough to be a family man. 

Unemployment in the city of Edmonton right now is more ex- 
tensive than it has ever been at this season of the year before. This 
is the cold, hard fact, which everyone in the city knows and which 
must be faced. Discussion of the theory of the social status of the 
laborer may be all very commendable and well-intentioned, and the 
uncovreing of such contributory causes of unrest as are to be found in 
the employment graft may be all to the good, but much better than 
that and what is really wanted right now is for somebody to start some- 
thing. Up at the corner of First and Peace men out of work are 
sitting on water pipes which have to be put into the ground, The cir- 
cumstance as characteristic of the situation. If the welfare league 
wants to investigate something having an immediate and practical 
effect upon the present unemployment it might start an investigation 
to discover why those who sit idle upon the water pipes are not being 
given an opportunity to put them in the ground. 
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ALBERTA AGAIN 
LEADS THE WAY, 

How far the Alberia government has led the way is again made 
apparent in the adoption by progressives in other provinces of princi- 
ples already laid down in Alberta lgeislation. This time it is the inter- 
national conference on city planing ‘hich meets in Toronto in the 
latter end of this month which pays tribute to Alberta’s progressive 
legislation by placing on the agenda of that conference a proposal to 
ask for a dominion measure upon town planning which will contain 
the very features which have already been incorporated into the Al- 
berta bill, 

Town planning is a new. movement which is due, in the very near 
fulure, to have a most important effect upon the laying out of cities 
and in the alteration of the plans of many whith have already been 
badly laid out. To those who have built with scrupulous care a com- 
fortable home in a district which is essentially a residence district, and 
who have later suffered the humiliation of seeing a livery stable, a 
Chinese laundry or some other equally offensive institution establish- 
ed as a next door neighbor, the town planning idea will appeal with 
immediate and especial force. Under the act as passed by the Alberta 
levislature the city of Edmonton could, if it would, place all its livery 
stables in one group, all its packing plants, stock yards, tanneries, soap 
works and abbitoirs in another, its wholesale establishments in a cer- 
tain section and its amusement places in another. All of this could 
be done by public consent and the filing of a plan, Alberta alone has 
atlorded its municipalities this unlimited opportunity and Alberta cities 
are the first on the North Amercian continent to be placed in a posi- 
lion to take advantage of sane planning, Other provinces are follow- 
ing in a more limited manner, and the dominion, no doubt, will fol- 
low the provinces. Being a larger body, the dominion government 
moves more slowly, Ottawa may within-the next decade reach the 
place in town planning legislation to which Alberta has already at- 
tained in one act. 


A DREAM NOT 
TRULY CANADIAN, 

Newspaper critics who protest against royalty at Rideau hall, 
says the Journal, should be frank enough to admit that they do not 
care to live under monarchial government.

Sir Courtenay Bennett. 59 Today, 
Sees Little Hope for World Peace. 

Sir Courtenay Walter Bennett, 
British consul-general in New York, 
was born fifty-nine years ago today, 
the son of J. Nicholas Bennett of Ford 
Park, Plymouth, England. Sir Cour- 
tenay achieved the honor of knight- 
hood the first of this year, as the re- 
sult of nearly forty years spent in 
His Mafesty’s consular service in 
many parts of the world. As British 
consul-general in New York he occu- 
ples one of the most important posts 
in the service, and business of vast 
commercial importance is daily trans- 
acted in the State street building 
which flies the British flag. The New 
York consulate also maintains an of- 
fice for shipping seamen in South 
street. 

It was in Panama that Sir Cour- 
tenay began his consular service, and 
from 1876 until 1882 he was acting 
consul the greater part of the time. 
It was at that period that M, de Les- 
seps, the distinguished French engin- 
eer who constructed the Suez canal, 
was beginning the great project at 
Panama, which ended in the disastrous 
fujlure of the French company, In 
1833 Mr. Bennett was appointed consul 
at Guatemala, the quaint little capital 
of the central American republic of 
that name, His stay there was brief, 
and for six years following he looked 
after British interests in Rio Grande 
do Sul, the southern province of Bra- 
zl, From South America he was or- 
dered to Aeunion, an isle in the Indian 
ocean belonging to France. From 
there he followed the fortunes of ¢ 
consul's” life to Bilbao, in northern 
Spain. He began his service in the 
United States in 1901, when he became 
consul-general in San Francisco, and 
has been in New York since 1907. 

Sir Courtenay is a friend of peace, 
but he sees little hope for it. “There 
will Always be strife, competitions and 
quarrels between individuals and na- 
tions,” he was recently quoted as say- 
ing. “What would Great Britain do 
without an adequate navy? We own 
one-fifth of the world, and it is only 
by force we can keep it When New 
York can do without a police force and 
Mr. Carnegie leaves his safe open, I 
can see the dawn of world peace.”

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Horace Darwin, one of the distin- 
guished sons of the great Charles Dar- 
win, was born sixty-three years’ ®go 
today, The great naturalist and evo- 
lutionist married a cousin, Erima 
Wedgwood, and all of their sons 
gained wide fame in scientific pursiuts, 
Sir George Howard Darwin, who died 
in 1912, was an astronomer and a pro- 
fessor at Cambridge, Francis Darwin, 
who was born in 1848, was the assist- 
ant of his father, a graduate in medl- 
cine, and the author of many books on 
botany and other sclences, Maj. 
Leonard Darwin served in the Royal 
Engineers for several years, but re- 
tired in 1890 to devote his entire time 
to scientific pursuits.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


First U. 8. War Against Mexico .. .. 
Was Declared 68 Years Ago Today. .. 


Sixty-elght years ago today, May 
18, 1846, the United States formally 
declared war against Mexico, and con- 


gress authorized President James Knox 
Polk to raise 60,000 men and 10,000,000 
to carry on the conflict. It was only 
after a bitter and acrimonious debate, 
during which the war policy of the 
president was violently denounced, that 
congress took this action. A bound- 
ary dispute between Mexico and Texas 
was the cause of this appeal to force, 
although the immediate casys belli 
was the invasion of Texas by a Mexi- 
can army and the capture of a small 
body of American yop hn The, news 
of Unis’ ambush tefched Washington 
on the 11th of May, when President 
Polk told congress that “Mexico has 
passed the boundaries of the United 
States” and “shed blood upon Ameri- 
can soil” The president added, ‘War 
exists, and exists by the act of Mexico 
herself.” As a matter of fact, the 
Mexicans had invaded only the dis- 
puted territory, which was claimed by 
both countries, Five days before con- 
gress determined to support the pre- 
sident’s policy, and ‘issued a formal 
declaration, the conflict had actually 
commenced with the battle of Palo 
Alto, in which the American army of 
General Zachary Taylor was com- 
pletely victorious. Before the thirteenth 
the Mexicans had been driven out of 
the disputed territory and across the 
Rio Grande, although, in the absence 
of telegraphs, congress had no know- 
ledge of that fact. 

“Inexcusable aggression’ was the 
opinion of the Mexican was expressed 
by President Woodrow Wilson tn his 
book, “A History of the American 
People.” President Wilson, by infer- 
ence, criticised President Polk be- 
cause “He had not consulted congress 
before he ordered General Taylor for- 
ward to the Rio Grande and brought 
this momentous matter to a head, 
though it had been in session when the 
order was issued.” The historian 
Wilson added: “He had taken full res- 
ponsibility for that upon himself. War, 
indeed, existed—but by whose act con- 
gress was no longer at liberty to in- 
quire .” 

The American army of invasion, the 
president wrote, “fought men as brave 
as themselves, a subtle, spirited race, 
tenacious to the last of at that it 
could hold’ In his history the presi- 
dent referred to the boundary disputes 
of the United States with Great Bri- 
tain, but, he adds: “The Texas boun- 
daries were another matter. Here the 
government dealt with a rival and 
neighbor with whom no compromise 
was necessary.” He relates how the 
United States “seized not merely the 
disputed territory which Texas claim- 
ed, but also the whole country of the 
Pacific slope beyond, from Oregon to 
the Gila River, to which the United 
States could have no conceivable right 
except that of conquest.” 

For the 700,000 square miles of 
Mexican territory scized by the United 
States the washington government 
arpreed to pay Mexico $15,000,000, or a 
little over 20 cents per square mile. 
But that"sum did not represent the en- 
tire cost of the acquired territory. Over 
$100,000.000 was expanded to carry on| 
the conflict, and other incidental ex- 
penses of the war cost about a third} 
more. The loss of American lives was 
about 15,060, of whom a third were 
killed in battle and the remander 
succumbed to disease. The death roll 
of the Mexicans, although not exactly | 
known, probably numbered about | 
40,000.

| TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


Sixteen years ago today the Earl of 
resignation as Governor- 
General was accepted, and one of the 
most brilliant administrations in Do- 
minion history came to an end. Few 
representatives of the Crown haye at- 
tained so Wide a popularity among 
Canadians as Sir John Campbell Gor- 
don, seventh Earl of Aberdeen. He 
came to Canada in i893, being at that 
time {n his forty-sixth year, and was 
accompanied by his charming and gift- 
ed wife, a daughter of Lord Tweed- 
mouth and a direct ‘descendant of 
Robert Bruce, Lady Aberdeen was 
an accomplished character, an abla 
worker In the movement for promoting 
the welfare of women, and possessed 
ot many talents, and she soon endeared 
herself to all Canadians. In 1893 
sho organized the Trish Village at the 
Columbian Exposition In Chicago. She 
was dt the time president of the In- 
ternaUonal Council of Women, and 
held that position throughout her stay 
in Ottawa, She was interested in 
many Canadian charities and humani- 
tarlan movements, and founded the 
Victorian Crder of Nurses in the Do- 
minion. Photography was one of the 
many accomplishments of the Coun- 
tess, and with camera and pen she 
produced one of the most Interesting 
of Canadian travel books, “Through 
Canad with a Kodak.” The Earl he- 
came Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland in 
1905. The earldom dates from 1682. 
Other titles held by the famlly include 
Viscount Formartine, Lord Haddo, 
Methllck, ‘arves, and Kellie, in the 
peerage of Scotland: Viscount Gordon 
of Aberdeen, in the peerage of the 
United Kingdom, dating from a cen- 
tury ago, and Baronet of Nova Scotia, 
which was conferred in 1642, The 
Canadian title was the first held by 
an ancestor of the earls of Aberdeen, 
The degree of Li. D. was conferred 
on both the Narl and the Countess by 
Queen's University, Canada,

Cincinnatl Society. 


The first meeting of the Society of the 
Cincinnati, the oldest patriotic order of 
the United States, was held in the Ver- 
planck House, the headquarters of Bar- 
on Steuben, on the Hudson near Fish- 
kill, N.Y., 181 years ago today, May 138, 
1783. The founders were the officers 
of the American and French armies 
stationed along the Hudson at _ the 
close of the hostilities in the American 
revolution, Lhe society was named af- 
ter the great Roman warrior, Luctus 
Quinctlus Cincinnatus, and the imper- 
jal eagle was chosen as its emblem. 
Membership is hereditary, and the rolls 
of the society now include about a 
thousand names. George Washington 
was the first president-general, and his 
successors were Alexander Hamilton, 
Charles C, Pinckney, Thomas Pinckney, 
Aaron Ogden, Morgan Lewis, Willfam 
Popham, H,. A. Scammell Dearborn, 
Hamilton Fish, William Wayne and 
Winslow Warren, From its birth the 
society was denounced in many quar- 
ters as being undemocratic, aristocratic 
and snobbish, and among its éarly erl- 
tics were Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin 
Franklin and John Adams,
